The nation's three-day Christ, 
mas traffic death toll broke all 
records for holiday finalities on 
the highways. 
The dec.th toll reached 707 to­ 
day as late reports were veri­ 
fied. Hie previous record traf­ 
fic toll was 706 for a four-day 
Christmas 
weekend 
In 1956. 
Missouri's toll was 29 dead. 
Before the holiday, the Na­ 
tional Safety Council had esti­ 
mated deaths would run between 
560 and 660. 
The toll Included records Ina 
lumber of Individual states. In 
Ohio, the state safety director, 
Warren C. Nelson, said the 49 
leaths made the highest toll for 
my weekend in 1965 and per­ 
haps the highest since records 
lave been kept. 
Louisiana's superintendent of 
public 
safety, 
Thomas Bur- 
oanks, said that state's 32 was 
che worst toll since state police 
began keeping records 25 years 
ago. 
Rain, sleet, snow and free zing 
temperatures over much of the 
nation added to the expected 
hazards of long-distance travel, 
minimum daylight and roads 
Jammed with cars. 
The Safety Council said 80 
million vehicles were on the 
road during the 78-hour period, 
which started at 6 p.m. Thurs­ 
day and ended at midnight Sun­ 
day night. 
Several accidents accounted 
for dozens of deaths. 
Shortly after the start of the 
holiday period, a bus traveling 
on 
icy pavement in Oregon 
skidded out of control, crashed 
and turned over. The accident 
Thursday took 13 lives. 
The next day, five persons 
died when a car skidded out of 
control on an Ice-coated bridge 
In eastern Oklahoma. Five per­ 
sons died Sunday on a snowy 
road near Buffalo, Minn. Seven 
persons were killed in a colli­ 
sion west of Sublette, Kan.,Sun­ 
day. 
The total dead far exceeded 
the 578 killed over the 1964 
Christmas weekend and the 428 
fatalities during a recent non- 
holiday weekend. That weekend, 
from 6 p.m. Thursday Dec. 9 to 
midnight Sunday Dec. 12, was 
surveyed 
by the Associated 
Press to establish a compari­ 
son.

Most of the walkie-talkie con­ 
versations are perfectly legiti­ 
mate messages between pals 
with a new toy.

with regular traffic, the FCC 
has no objections. 
Of more serious concern are 
the false emergency messages 
being heard on some sets. One 
boy on Christmas Day had sev­ 
eral radio operators worried 
when he broadcast an SOS 
pleading that he was in a sink­ 
ing boat.

The Marines reported strikes 
against the Communists during 
patrols around the big UJS. air 
base at Da Nang, 380 miles 
northeast of Saigon.

pounced on about 40 Viet Cong, 
killing 15 at a hamlet called 
Quang Ha No. I. 
Two hours later a Marine pla­ 
toon near Quang Ha No. 2, about 
two miles southward, was at­ 
tacked by 75 Viet Cong armed

with automatic weapons.

The Americans called in ar- KTRfl Id Tm 
tillery support, tanks and armed 
helicopters. When the brief en­ 
counter was over they counted 
the bodies of 41 Communists. 
Marines, In other scattered ac­ 
tions against the Reds, report­ 
ed killing seven Viet Cong dur­ 
ing the day. 
Air attacks were made only 
on suspected Viet Cong concen­ 
trations in South Viet Nam, UJi. 
spokesmen said. Ground action 
also was reported in low key for 
the past 24 hours. 
Beyond confirming the sus­ 
pension of the aerial war which 
steadily had been closing in on 
the Hanoi-Haiphong industrial 
belt, UJS.officials in Saigon said 
only that the orders came from 
Washington. 
This raised speculation that 
the pause was a new invitation 
to North Vietnamese President 
Ho Chi Minh's regime to come 
to the peace table. UjS,officials 
declined to guess how long the 
lull would last. 
In the south, UJS, casualty 
lists grew. 
A UJS. Army truck carrying 
soldiers of the UJS. Istlnfontry 
Division hit a mine 30 miles 
north of Saigon. Casualties were 
reported heavy. 
The Viet Cong detonated a 
mine at a government troop 
barracks at Sa Dec, 70 miles 
southwest of Saigon, Just as two 
Vietnamese 
platoons

starting the work day. 
Twenty miles southwest of the 
barracks, a Communist mine 
blew up a Jeep, killing 
two 
American soldiers and 
an 
American civilian. 
During the 30-hour

truce period, which ended at 
midnight Saturday, there were 
84 incidents instigated by the 
Communists, a U.S. spokesman 
said. n ils included 20 violations 
In the first six hours of the 
truce.

Since the wall was temporari­ 
ly opened Dec. 18 for Christmas 
visits, 434,580 West Berliners 
have crossed to see relatives in 
E ast Berlin. The wall will stay 
open for visitors through Jan. 2.

Scientists Clash over Value of Civilian Defense Systems 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — 
Two 
prominent 
scientists 
clashed today over the value — 
or danger — of proposals to 
spend billions on antim issile 
systems and fallout shelters. 
“ Reliance upon a defense sys­ 
tem of such extraordinary com­ 
plexity may bring more risk 
than safety,'' said Dr. Barry 
Commoner, head of the Depart­ 
ment of Botany at Washington 


University, St. Louis, Mo. 
Dr. Edward Teller, University 
of California physicist and one 
of the inventors of the atomic 
bomb, countered: “ A strong 
civil defense is our best hope of 
preventing nuclear attack." 
The 
two 
were 
scheduled 
speakers in a symposium on 
civil 
defense 
at the annual 
meeting of the American Asso­ 
ciation for tile Advancement of 


Science — the largest scientific 
convention of the year,attended 
by more than 6,000. 
The 
difference 
of opinion 
came at a briefing prior to the 
symposium. 
Commoner, an authority on 
the effects of radiation on man's 
environment, accused 
Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara of giving a “ woefully 
inadequate" picture of the im­ 


mediate and eventual damage 
from nuclear war. 
He predicted “ epidemics of 
human and animal diseases, 
crop destruction by radiation, 
erosion and sterilization of the 
land resulting from massive 
destruction of vegetation, and 
the triggering of possibly cata­ 
strophic climatic changes." 
Hiese, as well as Immediate 
destruction from blast heat and 


radiation, he said, “lead me to 
conclude that this nation, its 
population, its economic wealth, 
Its social fabric — all that we 
speak of as our civilization — 
would be irrevocably lost fol­ 
lowing a major nuclear w ar." 
He conceded that some scien­ 
tists would disagree with him 
but insisted “ there can be no 
disagreement that it is absolute­ 
ly impossible to be certain of 


our own survivial." 


“ The Russians characteristi­ 
cally avoid toking 
risks " 
Teller said. “ If we have no 
shelters or antim issile sys- 
terns they may feel they can de­ 
feat us. But if we put up a 
strong civil defense I believe 
we will prevent attack.

Queen Elizabeth II and members of the royal 
family will be present or Tuesday (Dec. 28) 
when the 900th anniversary of the founding of 
Westminster Abbey will be observed. 
EDWARD THE CONFESSOR is supposed to 
have consecrated Westminster Abbey on Dec. 
28, 
1065, and the British, who relish their 
history more than most people—perhaps be­ 
cause they have so much of it — are not going 
to let an occasion like that pass unnoticed. 
Queen Elizabeth II and the royal family will 
attend on Tuesday, when the 900th anniversary 
will be marked. Gold and silver plate and color­ 
ful vestments rarely seen will be displayed 
at this service. 
A similar observance had been scheduled for 
the past June but evidently was passed over 
for commemoration of the 700th birthday of 
Parliament (June 15), the 750th anniversary 
of the signing of the Magna Carta (June 15) 
and the 150th anniversary of the Battle of Water­ 
loo (June 18). Those British do have a good 
bit of history. 
ACTUALLY, 
Tuesday’s ceremony has been 
long in preparation. Ten years of scrubbing, 
gilding, painting, and polishing have gone into 
the consecration of Edward’s monument. More 
than I million pounds ($2.8 million) collected 
by public subscription in connection with the 
coronation of Elizabeth II has been spent on 
the cleaning up. 
Reuter’s reports that unlike St. Paul’s Cathe­ 
dral, which has been restored outside, the 
Abbey’s cleaning has been entirely inside the 
building. Using mainly soap and water, workmen 
have brought the interior to a brightness not 
seen for generations. They have restored the 
paint and gilding on the statues, scrubbed down 
the many monuments of statesmen, warriors, 
musicians, and belletrists buried there, and 
cleaned the walls and roof. 
The anniversary year will be marked by a 
series of special services, concerts, and poetry 
readings, centered on the theme of “one peo­ 
ple.’’ Princess Margaret on Jan. IO will open 
an exhibition in the Norman undercroft which 
includes 
copes, carvings, effigies, fabrics, 
manuscripts, pictures, plate, and vestments. In 
April the choir of the National Cathedral in 
Washington will sing in the Abbey for two weeks. 
During 
May a Homage to Music Week is 
scheduled In June and July stage actors and 
actresses*-will read in Poet*s Cprner fronr the 
Works of writers coTTrrne m coated there --Tmibng 
them Samuel Johnson, Robert Southey, Keats, 
Shelley, Burns, Shakespeare, Ben Jonson, Ten­ 
nyson, and Wordsworth. 
WESTMINSTER ABBEY — formerly the Abbey 
of St. Peter — is the most widely celebrated 
church in the British Commonwealth, and with 
good reason. Legend relates the coming of St. 
Peter himself to hallow the first worshipping 
place built on its site. Edward the Confessor 
in 1050 took up the erection of a new church. 
Every sovereign from William the Conqueror 
onward has been crowned at Westminster. The 
north transept contains many monuments to 
statesmen, and the Abbey is crowded with 
tombs and memorials of famous British sub­ 
jects. Thirteen kings and five queens are buried 
there. 
During World War II the Abbey was seriously 
damaged by bombs where the transept crosses 
the nave. Macaulay caught the significance of 
Westminster Abbey when he described it as 
“that temple of silence and reconciliation where 
the enmities of 20 generations lie buried.** 
No American visitor will ever forget the mag­ 
nificent stained glass tribute to the gallant pilots 
who fell during the Battle of Britain.

THE THREE AMENDMENTS 
Citizens of Missouri will go to the polls on 
Friday, Jan. 14, 1966, to either accept or reject 
three constitutional amendments. Already it has 
been indicated the vote will be light. 
Proposition No. 
I would let Jackson county 
and St. Louis county set up pension systems 
for their employees, widows and children. 
Other counties over Missouri could set up 
similar plans if the Missouri legislature ap­ 
proves. 
Proposition No. 2 would raise the basic school 
tax to $1.25 without a vote of the people. 
That school tax rate is now 89 cents in St. 
Louis and $1 in the remainder of the state. 
Proposition No. 3 is the redistricting plan that 
was recently adopted by the Missouri legislature. 
While all three of the amendments are im­ 
portant, No. 3 is by far the most needed of all 
of them. 
Some persons are not happy over the recent 
action taken on the redistricting plan, especial­ 
ly some in the Missouri legislature. There 
are many persons who never were happy with 
the Supreme court decision of one-man, one- 
vote, but the decision was rendered and there 
seems little anyone can do about it. 
A speical election does not draw many persons 
to the polls. And having an election in the cold 
month of January poses still another problem. 
Weather conditions may be bad that day and 
again the vote would be cut down. 
This newspaper has always advocated that 
persons go to the polls and exercise that great­ 
est of all privileges — the right to cast a 
vote either for or against a measure. In com­ 
ing weeks — and there aren’t too many weeks 
left — this newspaper will continue to urge 
citizens to take the time to go to the polls on 
Jan. 14. 
Redistricting is not a happy prospect. It seems 
certain that rural Missouri will lose legislators. 
There is no way of stopping it. But the plan 
that has been adopted by the Missouri house is 
by far the best plan that was considered. 
Should legislators run at large, rural Missouri 
would be in worse trouble, for an at-large elec­ 
tion will mean that just about all of the law­ 
makers would be from St. Louis and Kansas 
City. Rural Missouri would suffer heavily if 
such election steps were necessary. 
It is urgent that outstate Missouri protect 
what legislators it will have by voting FOR 
Amendment No. 3 on Friday, Jan. 14. It’s 
still i» the nature, but you, by all means, make 
up your mind to go to the polls and cast your 
ballot on all three amendments. 
You’ll be a good American and a good Mis­ 
sourian when you take the time from your 
schedule to vote.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - A MU Waukee 
auto supply dealer, 
who sat 
for seven years in the same 
school room with the man who 
is now ruler of all the Rus­ 
sians, has written a series of 
personal letters to his former - 
classmate, appealing to him 
to stop anti-Semitism in 
the 
Soviet Union. 
Nathaniel “ Hat” Kruglak, a 
cheerful Jewish refugee who 
made good as an American 
capitalist, and Leonid Brezh­ 
nev, the darkly scowling Czar 
of the Kremlin, studied 
and 
starved together during 
the 
Bolshevik revolution and the 
famine that followed. 
Kruglak has told his story 
to the state department, which 
has certified th basic details. 
Unlike some of their class­ 
mates who caught the spirit of 
the revolution and made cause 
with 
the Communists, 
both 
Brezhnev and Kruglak kept their 
mouths shut in those days and 
concentrated on their studies. 
It wasn't untU after gradua­ 
tion- and another year togeth­ 
er taking a vocational course at 
a nearby steel mUl— that Krug­ 
lak fled with his parents 
to 
America 
and 
Brezhnev be­ 
latedly joined the Communist 
party. 
Kruglak recalls that Brezh­ 
nev as a boy was usually aloof 
and alone —quite, introspective, 
inclined to be “ sneaky.” He 
was the only millhand’s son' 
in the class, and his parents 
must have made tremendous 
sacrifices to pay his 
high 
tuition. 
Even more than the others, 
Brezhnev suffered from 
the 
hunger and disease that accom­ 
panied tile revolution. Kruglak 
recalls that young Brezhnev 
came back to class after a ty­ 
phus seizure looking like 
a 
skeleton. 
“ I’ll have to say this 
for 
him,” acknowledged Kruglak. 
“ Brezhnev suffered terribly." 
SHOELESS SCHOLARS 
Times became so hard that 
parents arranged to pay the 
school fees in potatoes, cab­ 
bage and hand-me-down cloth­ 
ing. Teachers and pupils alike 
could not afford to wear shoes 


to school. Even the principal, 
once proud and proper, padded 
through the halls in his bare 
feet. 
Who would have guessed that 
out of this obscure school one 
of the most inconspicuous stu­ 
dents would rise to the pin­ 
nacle of Soviet power? 
In nine separate letters to 
the Kremlin leader, Kruglak 
has reminded him of the bleak, 
threadbare days they shared 
together. Their school 
was 
called the “ Classical Gymna­ 
sium 
of 
Kamenskoye,” 
a 
dreary, two-story, gray brick 
building in the Ukrainian fac­ 
tory town of Kamenskoye, which 
the Communists have renamed 
Dneprodzerzhinsk. 
To jog Brezhnev's memory, 
Kruglak in his first letter named 
their teachers and the first five 
names on the class roll. The 
roll call began: “ Alimov, Ar- 
bezbauer, Artemov, Barabash, 
Brezhnev. . .'* 
Kruglak 
also wrote of In­ 
spector Zolotaryev, who en­ 
forced discipline in the school. 
He would punish a pupil for the 
least infraction, such as a miss­ 
ing button or dirty uniform, by 
twisting an arm behind his back, 
shaking him roughly and shov­ 
ing hi rn toward a large pendulum 
clock in the hall. 
“ Under the clockl” he would 
bellow. Then he would force 
the boy to stand stiffly against 
the wall under the clock for 
one to thr^e hours. 
JEWISH BOYS SUFFERED 
He was alwys more cruel 
with the Jewish boys, and in 
one letter, Kruglak reminded 
Brezhnev: “ Zolotaryev used to 
ask a student committing some 
infraction of the rules, ’Art 
thou a Hebrew?* I’ll never for­ 
get how once he almost tore off 
my left arm . 
“ In 1918-19, Zolotaryev ’es­ 
caped. . .if antisem itism is 
again in existence in the USSR, 
then it is due to the influence 
of the sons of the grandchil­ 
dren of men like Zolotaryev. . 
“ Even the Pope of Rome and 
his prelates are trying to elim­ 
inate anti-Semitism in their con­ 
duct 
and prayers,” 
Kruglak 
pleaded. “ To allow 
its exist­ 


ence in the USSR is illogical. 
It can lead only to a loss 
of 
many friends.” 
Another time, Kruglak sent 
his famous 
classmate 
some 
press clippings as evidence that 
Soviet antisem itism was pay­ 
ing off in bad publicity. 
“ You will be able to judge 
from some of the enclosed clip­ 
pings,” he wrote, “ that anti- 
Semitism is gradually getting 
out of style. If Pravda and Iz- 
vestia stop using anti-Semitic 
hints, the Provincial Press may 
follow their example.” 
But Kruglak’s letters either 
didn’t get through to Brezhnev, 
or the Soviet leader didn’t deign 
to reply. Kruglak made one last 
try. 
“ Public opinion here and in 
Europe,” 
he wrote, “ is con­ 
demning 
your administration 
for persecuting three million 
Jews in the USSR.” 
There was still no word from 
Brezhnev. 
Though they sat only three 
desks apart for seven years, 
the two form er schoolmates 
are now a world apart.

For Everything There Is a 
Season. . .A Tale of Two Kids 
and War and Peace. 
New York: — “ For every­ 
thing there is a season, and a 
time to every purpose under 
Heaven.” -- Ecclesiastes. 
Bells jingle and trees light up 
so now is the time to tell the 
tale of two kids who played 
together, when their fathers, 
labor leaders both, took them to 
union picnics not so long ago, 
really. 
This, too, is the tale of two 
messages from South Viet Nam 
--one from the younger of the 
lads, Joe Paul Curran, now 
battling the enemy amongst the 
giant 
reeds and underwater 
shoulder-plt deep rice paddies 
there; and the second communi­ 
cation, a cable from that enemy 
to the older chap, Frank Em- 
spak, having an exhilarating 
time running the National Co­ 
ordinating Committee to End. 
the War in Viet Nam. 
Joe Paul, 21-year-old son of 
the National Maritime Union's 
Joe Curran, need not have taken 
guns in his hands, or slogged 
through 
swamps. 
He volun­ 
teered. Why? 
The kid's answer could be in 
his Christmas card. On it are 
the words of Ecclesiastes and 
a picture of Joe Paul in fatigues, 
sheathed 
knife 
on his belt, 
Australian bush hat on his head, 
and on his knee above the combat 
boots sits tiny, barefooted, five- 
year-old Sung, a Vietnamese 
child. 
And there are Joe Paul's words 
-- “ Peace — to little Sung here 
and the countless like her on 
this earth — is more than just 
a thought; it is a very real 
need.” 
But how to get that peace? 
Young Joe Paul went to fight for 
it because he believes that “ the 
situation here is not hopeless 
. . .We are proving now that 
guerrilla warfare is not un­ 
beatable. I do not believe that 
a Communist hegemony is in­ 
evitable merely because of the 
proximity of China. . . 
“ No accident of birth should 
guarantee that the Vietnamese, 
o r any other people, be held 
in subjugation so long as we 
have the power to prevent it. .. 
“ Whatever the difficulty, as 
long as we have the power we 
ought to use it to help give these 
people a chance to be free. . . 
If we believe in freedom, I th ink 
we can do no less. . . 
“ The American presence here 
is not without blemish, but. . . 
it is a good influence. Because 
of it, Viet Nam will never again 
be a feudal backward state. 
The future will see a Communist 
tyranny or movement toward a 
democratic, popularly-oriented 
government. If we withdraw, no 
Vietnamese will 
know free­ 
dom. . .” 
So writes young Joe Paul Cur­ 
ran. Who shall say that any 
other voice is wiser than his? 
Who, more, has earned the right 
to speak thus to older men as 
well as his sometimes bearded 
peers? Joe Paul Curran has 
known the relentless fatigue 
and hurt of battle. 
“ I tried to judge what kind of 
emotion I felt,” he wrote after 
one foray, “ after all this was 
my first time in combat. I 
wasn't nervous. Pm too much of 
a fatalist. 
“ Then 
we moved forward 


across an open plain. It was 
about shin deep in water and 
was covered with tall thin grass. 
There were hundreds of Viet­ 
namese (soldiers) and only one 
American - - m e . 
“ We pushed through a seem­ 
ingly endless swamp. It wasn’t 
just mud alone that tugged at 
your feet, but there were vines 
and roots that tripped you upi 
There were sink holes up to your 
armpits. 


“ The whole journey was a 
masterpiece 
of slipping and 
falling. . .Soon everyone tired 
and it looked like slow motion... 
We just kept plodding 
along 
moving purely by inertia. . . 
“ There wasn't a decent piece 
of hard earth anywhere. . .They 
talk about defoliation. What this 
place needs is a good case of 
dehydration. . .'* 
Then comes descriptions of 
fighting. And of the fishing of 
"a Viet Cong out of the water 
in which he had been hiding 
for hours breathing through a 
reed. Joe Paul C urran talks of 
the Russian rifles in enemy 
hands. And the destruction of 
Viet Cong camps. And the trip 
back. 


“ The worst thing about the way 
back in the d ark ," says 
Joe 
Paul, “ was the bridges. They 
were of every possible descrip­ 
tion -- one log with no rails, 
boards with rails, and so on 
with infinite variety. After a 
few troops would cross, they 
would become slick with mud 
and even more precarious. One 
bridge started with a ramp 
which ended in m id-air. When 
you reached the end you had to 
climb down and along the braces 
and then up onto the boards 
where they began again. . ." 
Joe Paul went into a river 
once. His captain pulled him 
out. They made it back. Score 
was 43 enemy dead, 15 cap­ 
tured, none tortured, three sus­ 
pects detained, 23 VC sampans 
destroyed. Soviet and French 
rifles 
captured, also Soviet 
telephone equipment. 
And all this time, Frank Em- 
spak, son of the late Julius Em- 
spak, Comrade Juniper to many, 
once a leader of United Elec­ 
trical Workers, was directing 
demonstrations. These walk­ 
outs, sit-ins, talkouts, teach- 
ins, were not kind to the Joe 
Paul Currans, or to the U.S. 
government. 
So unkind were these Frank 
Emspak types of protests that 
he got a message early in De­ 
cember just about the time Joe 
Paul Curran was in My Tho. 
But the word was not from Joe 
Paul. 
R was from Nguyen Huu Tho, 
a leader of Ho Chi Minh's Na­ 
tional Liberation Front inside 
South Viet Nam. Its military 
arm is the Viet Cong. 
And the message said “ . . .the 
NFLSV follow with enthusiasm 
and 
profound gratitude the 
movement of the American peo­ 
ple against the policy of war 
and aggression. . . .»» There 
was more to the message to 
Frank Emspak, the other kid 
at those long ago picnics. 
To each his own. 
Good Christmas to you, Joe 
Paul. Because of you and your 
thousands of comrades, Ameri­ 
can and Vietnamese, there will 
be m errier ones in a freer 
world.

Riding a Gemini spacecraft 
through space is like living in 
an oxygen tent without daring to 
raise the flap. 
Outside, there is nothing. In­ 
side, there is a strange atm os­ 
phere of some 95 per cent oxy­ 
gen, 5 per cent water vapor. But 
for the astronaut, it is his own 
portable world. 
He inhales and exhales 12 
tim es a minute. Each breath 
brings his lungs 3 0 V2 cubic inch­ 
es of oxygen. He uses som e two 
pounds worth of oxygen a day — 
Just to breathe. 
The atm ospheric pressure is 
five pounds per square inch, 
about one-third of what it is on 
earth. 
But it works. It keeps him 
alive for up to 14 days, w itness 
Gemini 7 astronauts Frank Bor­ 
man, an Army lieutenant colo­ 
n el, and Jam es A .Lovell J r., 
a Navy lieutenant com m ander. 
They lived those 14 days In 
space on the nearly perfect oxy­ 
gen atm osphere. 
It filled their space cabin, and 
it circulated through their suits, 
when they were wearing them . 
It was precious — and escapa­ 
ble. 
Had they opened their hatch­ 
e s , it would have all escaped In 
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one gasp into the em ptiness. 
They 
could 
still 
have lived , 
zipped up tight in the sm aller 
world of their spacesuits. But 
astronauts need both the oxygen 
to breathe and the pressure pro­ 
tection against the vacuum of 
space to survive. 
But it isn't like living on 
earth, even lf things go w ell. On 
an airliner soaring through tho 
thin air of 37,000 feet, a passen ­ 
ger is fed a constant diet of thai 
thin air scooped up by the a ir­ 
plane and com pressed in densi­ 
ty. Up to an altitude of 10,000 
feet, there is enough oxygen for 
a person to subsist on anorm al 
breath. Above that altitude the 
oxygen atoms are too sp a rse, 
unless a human can pack them 
together, or carry his own com ­ 
pressed oxygen with him . 
There are drawbacks to a 
nearly pure oxygen atm osphere. 
You can smoke in an airplane 
when it flies clear of its own 
engine fum es. You can't sm oke 
in an oxygen-filled spacecraft 
cabin, lf you value your skin. 
Burning is, of cou rse, the 
combining of certain fuels with 
oxygen at usually high tem per­ 
atures.

That's why any flame In the 
spacecraft cauln could be esp e­ 
cially dangerous.

By JAMES MARLOW 
Associated Press NewsAnalyst 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey is the busiest 
vice president inhlstory-unless 
Lyndon B. Johnson was—but in 
a 
very 
unsensational 
way, 
which is the way President 
Johnson wants it. 
This is a switch from those 
days 16 years ago when Hum­ 
phrey Lrst arrived in the Sen­ 
ate, a noisy, controversial lib­ 
eral who talked too much and an­ 
tagonized the old-timers. 
He's still a liberal but over 
the years he learned how to do 
business in the Capitol, got 
along 
with 
the 
old-timers, 
worked smoothly with Johnson 
when Johnson was Senate ma­ 
jority leader. 
And now he is a Sir Echo of 
all Johnson wants and stands 
for, His liberalism hasn't dim­ 
inished but as he says: "I did 
not become vice president with 
President Johnson to cause him 
trouhle." 
It's an impressive sight to go 
through a newspaper library 
folder on Humphrey and look at 
the pile of stories which show 
how 
he 
has 
been 
hopping 
around. 


Just in the early part of this 
month alone on one day he 
spoke in Washington on better 
cities and on the same day In 
New Hampshire talked on disar­ 
mament; on another day he 
talked 
in 
New 
York about 
closing the science gap between 
nations and on the same day in 
Massachusetts about propagan­ 
da. 
This was after returning from 
a Western speechmaking trip in 
which 
he denounced antiwar 
demonstrators as irresponsi­ 
ble, indecent and unpatriotic. In 
between speeches this year he 
has been mixed up in the Peace 
Corps, voting rights, school 
dropouts, antipoverty, talked 
with mayors, dashed to Paris 
with Gemini astronauts, pre­ 
sided at a carnival. 
If it seems strange all this 
activity has not stuck in the 
mind, and it hasn't, it's because 
Humphrey is carrying out the 
role assigned him by Johnson, a 
busy one but secondary. 
Ibis is exactly the position 
Johnson was in when he was 
vice president under President 
John F. Kennedy. As presidents, 
Kennedy and Johnson seemed to 
have had an identical view of 


In critical situations;heard,but 
in a minor key; and they should 
always be on deck to run er­ 
rands, patch up various kinds of 
bruises, and play handyman on 
a moment's notice. 
Now after Christmas Johnson 
is sending Humphrey to Japan, 
Korea, Formosa, and the Philip­ 
pines on a goodwill mission, 
which makes him the highest U. 
S. official to visit the Far East 
since 
Kennedy sent Johnson 
there in 1961. 
And before either of them, 
back in his first year in office in 
1953, President Dwight D, Ei­ 
senhower sent his vice presi­ 
dent, Richard M. Nixon, on the 
grand tour of Asia. 
Through it all Humphrey has 
been his bouncy, cheerful self. 
He'd better be lf he hopes John­ 
son will back him for the presi­ 
dency in 1972. This is assuming 
Johnson runs and is reelected in 
1968, which is likely, to say the 
least. 
But 
before 
Humphrey can 
hope for Johnson's backing in 
1972, he has to please Johnson 
enough between now and 1968 to 
get Johnson's backing to run 
for the vice presidency again. 
He's sure trying.

The sales volume ran a whop­ 
ping million units ahead of the 
old high of 8.1 million, includ­ 
ing 486,000 im ports, set in 1964, 
There 
was 
general 
belief 
among industry executives that 
1966 would see the nine million 
sales m ark touched again. 
A rosy view of the m arket 
came 
from Roy 
Abernathy, 
president of Am erican Motors 
Corp. and president of the Auto­ 
mobile M anufacturers Associa­ 
tion. 
He said; 
“ Few years have held bright­ 
e r prom ise for the auto industry 
than 1966. Consum er response 
is expected to be enthuslastic- 
to the tune of another nine mil­ 
lion car sales year, matching or 
topping the 1965 record.” 
To achieve the 1965 
sales 
record, the 
four U, S. auto 
companies - G eneral Motors, 
Ford, C hrysler and American 
M otors-offered a postward rec­ 
ord of 366 body styles to the 
buying public.

I have been to China four 
times in recent years. I have 
never seen them more militant* 
ly prepared yet more relaxed 
than they are today. 
Hie people walking in Hie 
streets, or strolling through the 
parks, were more at ease and 
certainly less suspicious of a 
foreigner like myself, than I 
have ever seen them. 
Part of the reason is that aft­ 
er years of difficulties, things 
are improving greatly in China. 
Two years ago they were Just 
pulling out of the lean years — 
the food shortages and industri­ 
al setliacks of 1960-02. 
Today there were no signs of 
food shortages. Food stores 
have ample supplies. Meat is no 
longer rationed and seemed to 
be plentiful. Rice and wheat still 
are rationed, but the rationsare 
generous and are not normally 
fully used. 
If we in the West still have an 
image of China as a “ hungry 
nation” we must a tendon that 
idea. China is hungry no more. 
(Peking has imported several 
hundred million dollars worth of 
wheat.) 
The department stores are 
crowded and in the larger cities 
special stores lave been opened 
for children's clothes and toys. 
For a year or more “ quality” 
has been stressed in factories. 
Bicycles are up to Western 
standards and have come down 
appreciably in price since 1963. 
Streets are crowded with them. 
Though there is certainly no 
traffic problem, therearem any 
more automobiles on the streets 
than two years ago. As taxis 
become more available, pedi­ 
cabs are being withdrawn. Tile 
majority of trucks now are of 
Chinese manufacture. Form er­ 
ly they were mostly Russian. 
From what I have seen I be­ 
lieve tliat within a few years 
China will need to Import only a 
relatively small amount of the 
more advanced machinery and 
equipment. 
While the general well-being 
of the Chinese people undoubt­ 
edly is advancing, no one in Chi­ 
na is allowed to forget the 
“ struggle against 
U. S, im­ 
perialism .” 
In the village communes, rn 
the factor discussion 
groups, 
in school rooms, it is the ma­ 
jor topic. 
They applaud the stand In 
Viet Nam. In remote rural 
schools, I saw special black­ 


boards set aside on which suc­ 
cesses scored by the Viet Cong 
could be announced. As each

in 
thousands of 
schools throughout Olina signs 
are changed to show the latest 
total. 
One evening I had dinner in a 
small restaurant in Peking with 
a Chinese friend I have known 
many years. My friend—a dis­ 
tinguished historian—was ed­ 
ucated at Cambridge University 


and speaks English fluently. He 
said rather reflectively: 
“ It's a little ironic, isn't It, 
that it is Hie United States, of 
all countries, that Is saying we 
are aggressive and expansive. 
China doesn't liave a single sol- 
diet outside of China—not one. 
And how many does America 
have—a million and a half?" 
There Is nothing in this world 
more confident, or more uncom­ 
promising, than a Chinese who 
feels he is right.

BLOOM TIF I I) — The soybean 
cyst nematode Is increasingly 
becoming a serious threat to the 
soybean crop In Stoddard Coun­ 
ty. Soybeans is one of our most 
Important crops in that 184,000 
acres, or approximately one 
half of our cropland acreage, 
in the county is devoted to the 
production of this crop. Con­ 
sequently, 
the cyst nematode 
creates a threat to the entire 
economy of the area. 
According to a situation report 
pertaining to the cyst nematode 
that we received just recently 
from the Plant Pest Control 
Office at Sikeston, Plant Pest 
Control Officials estimate that 
43,182 acres of soybeans were 
damaged this year which com­ 
pares with 19,750 acres esti­ 
mated to have been damaged 
by this pest in 
1964. 
They 
estimated the total loss in the 
county resulting from this p» -t 
this year was 215,910 bushels 
of beams which at current prices 
would amount to approximately 
$540,000. This loss compares 
with 
approxim ate 
54,300 
acres and $141,180 List year. 
Incidentally the total estimated 
loss for the nine affected South­ 
east Missouri Counties, includ­ 
ing Bollinger, Bulter, Cape Gi­ 
rardeau, Dunklin, Mississippi, 
New Madrid, Pemiscot, Scott, 
and 
Stoddard Counties, was 
880,977 bushesl from 255,009 
infested acres which amounts 
to $2,200,000 at currentprices. 
Naturally, a number of farm­ 
ers in Stoddard County are 
deeply 
concerned about this 
matter. Of course, our first 
cyst nematode resistant variety 
of soybeans are tieing released 


to certified seed growers for 
purposes of Increasing the seed 
supply of this variety In 1966. 
II our experience this year 
was any indication, however, I 
don't believe that we can afford 
to assume that our problems 
are solved by any means. It 
will, of course, be another year 
before seed of this new variety 
will be generally available, and 
it Is doubtful that there will 
be enough to go around then. 
The cyst nematode is a soil 
borne problem, and the prob­ 
lem increases In severity as 
wi> continue to grow soybeans 
on the same field year after 
year. Consequently, crop rota­ 
tion will do much to keep this 
pest under control. In fact, 
even 
on seriously 
infested 
fields, virtually normal yields 
of Ivans can be produced lf 
crops are rotated so that some 
other crop is grown on the 
field for two to three years 
between Ivan crops. Especially 
if you have a field where you 
suspect the cyst nematode to 
K damaging soybeans, it would 
tv a good idea to rotate this 
field into some other crop. 
Speaking of cyst nematode- 
resistant 
varieties, farm ers 
are asking when other cyst 
nematode varieties will 
be 
released. 
As you 
probably 
know, the variety released this 
year, Pickett, was bred from the 
Lee v ariety. Lee is a little late 
for our area, so they are in­ 
terested in obtaining earlier- 
maturing varieties that would 
be resistant. I believe the pres­ 
ent research schedule calls for 
resistant Scotts to be released 
to certified seed growers about

I was not told this by Mao 
Tze-tung or Chou En4ai, but 
after five weeks of recent travel 
through Communist China, I 
find this conclusion 
inescap­ 
able. 
There is evidence that the 
people are being prepared fora 
major confrontation. 
Chen«yi, the foreign minister, 
declared last September: 
“ It is up to the U.S.. President 
and 
the Pentagon to decide 
whether the United States wants 
a big war with China.” 
If the United States is deter­ 
mined to launch a war, he said, 
“ they are welcome to come 
sooner — to come as early as 
tomorrow.” 
Empty bombast? 
I don't think so. 
Behind this “ Come on, we're 
waiting for you,” challenge Is 
the belief that the United States 
lf It faces an impasse In Viet 
Nam and is unready to concede 
defeat — may, against its better 
military Judgment, attempt to 
find a solution by widening the 
area of conflict. 
Chen - yi's 
challenge 
also 
springs from a supreme confi­ 
dence In China's defense ca­ 
pacity. 
Wherever I went in China I 
saw young people drilling and 
taking target prictice. The civil­ 
ian militiaman has been reac­ 
tivated and extended so that al­ 
most every 18-to 40, women as 
well as men, Is in training. 
Every commune, every vil­ 
lage I visited had Its civilian 
defense unit — sturdy young 
peasant girls and boys becom­ 
ing proficient with rifles and 
bayonet. 
As a result, China today can 
mount the greatest defense-in- 
depth that the world has ever 
seen. 
She could mobilize, I was told 
(and alter what I saw I could 
believe it), a civilian defense 
army of IOO million In a matter 
of hours. 
Britain's Field Marshal Lord 
Montgomery was in China in 
1960. After seeing the country's . 
civilian militia he laid down a 
cardinal rule of war — never 
commit an army to fight on the 
mainland of China. 
The civilian militia has since 
been greatly extended. 
But, I asked one military 
commander 
in 
the 
country, 
what use Is all this defense 
manpower against bombing at­ 
tacks on the cities? 
His reply ran something like 
this: 
“ Bombing cities cannot alone 
win a war. It is, of course, hu­ 
manly destructive and damag­ 
ing, but it cannot seriously di­ 
minish our resistance capac­ 
ities. 
“In Korea, The UJS. bombing 
had virtually no effect on the 
capacity of North Korea to con­ 
tinue the fight.” 
(Looking this up afterward I 
found that the official history of 
the UJS. Air Force appears to 
corroborate this. “In 
little 
more than a month,” says this 
history, “U. S. bombers had 
neutralized all but one stra­ 
tegic bombing objective con­ 
tributing support to the North 
Korean people's army” —but 
the war went on for another 
three years. 
Yet with all this drilling the 
Chinese are not in what would 
be 
called a “ militaristic” 
mood. 
I have seen militarism in pre­ 
war Germany—the parades, the 
incessant Aerification of war, 
the strutting officers, the arro­ 
gance and narrowness of the 
military mind. 
There is none of this in China 
today.

NEW YORK — Tile U.S. Trea­ 
sury is going to borrow $5 
billion In coming weeks—and 
doubtless pay the lenders more 
Hum it did when It tiorrowed a 
year ago. Its annual bill for In­ 
tl1 rest already is around $12 
billion. 
Consumers who buy on the 
cuff seem likely to pay more for 
that privilege, too, whether it be 
Interest Included in the monthly 
payments for a new car or a 
mortgage for a new house. 
Businessmen who will lie bor­ 
rowing from their banks to car­ 
ry Inventories, meet payrolls, 
or 
buy new equipment are 
already on notice they’ll bt? pay­ 
ing more Interest. 
Workers will see a lot more 
deducted from their paychecks 
because withholding for Social 
Security and medicare are at 
stiffly higher rates. 
Price rises, either recently 
announced or believed to lie in­ 
evitable, will take another big 
bite out of many personal in­ 
comes. These are expected to go 
on rising, lf less slowly next 
year because of the Social Se­ 
curity tax hike. But many see 
much of the benefits of this lost 
to higher prices for goods and 
services and higher interest 
rates on consumer borrowing. 
The U.S. Treasury expects to 
take in more money next year 
from its other forms of taxes, 
Chief increases will come from 
the Income levy on larger per­ 
sonal incomes and the income 


tax on continuing, lf slower, 
rise in corporate profits. 
But the Treasury is likely to 
tie paying out at an even faster 
clip. And that is why it must 
raise $5 billion In the invest­ 
ment markets in the first half 
of 1966. Spending on the Viet 
Nam war will lie one additional 
drain on the Treasury, Costs 
of 
social programs already 
under way or scheduled to lie 
started will be another. 
So the Treasury must borrow 
while it waits for the tax re­ 
ceipts to roll in. It expects to 
raise $1.3 billion of new cash 
by increasing its weekly auc­ 
tion of three-month bills. It 
will also offer a billion In tax- 
anticipation bills to be turned 
in by corporations paying their 
taxes in June. It shortly will 
offer $1.5 billion short-term 
securities at a rate yet to be 
set. Later on additional bor­ 
rowing will bring the total to 
$5 billion. 
All of this outpouring of now 
government securities on the 
money markets would in itself 
tend to raise the interest costs 
to the Treasury. The search for 
the new $5 billion will be in 
competition with increased de­ 
mands of business and consum­ 
ers for loans. 
But the interest charges also 
will be rising because of the 
recent move by the Federal 
Reserve Board. It hiked its 
charge to member banks who 
borrow from the Fed. And most 
of them quickly raised the in­ 
terest rates they will charge 
their business and Individual 
customers the next time they 
make a trip to the loan coun­ 
ters. 
Mortgage rates already had 
started to rise, averaging 5.80 
per cent in November against 
5.75 per cent in October. Many 
think the general rise in in­ 
terest rates will continue to 
push mortgage costs up next 
year.

Record 
Highway 
Dead

The nation's three-day Christ­ 
mas traffic death toll broke all 
records for holiday totalities on 
the highways. 
The death toll reached 707 to­ 
day as late reports were veri­ 
fied. The previous record traf­ 
fic toll was 706 for a four-day 
Christmas weekend in 1956- 
Missouri's toll was 29 dead. 
Before the holiday, the Na­ 
tional Safety Council had esti­ 
mated deaths would run between 
560 and 660. 
The toll included records in a 
lumber of Individual states. In 
Ohio, the state safety director, 
Warren C. Nelson, said the 49 
leaths made the highest toll for 
iny weekend in 1965 and per­ 
haps the highest since records 
lave been kept. 
Louisiana's superintendent of 
public 
safety, Thomas Bur­ 
banks, said that state's 32 was 
the worst toll since state police 
began keeping records 25 years 
ago. 
Rain, sleet, snow and freezing 
temperatures over much of the 
nation added to the expected 
hazards of long-distance travel, 
minimum daylight and roads 
Jammed with cars. 
The Safety Council said 80 
million vehicles were on the 
road during the 784iour period, 
which started at 6 p.m. Thurs­ 
day and ended at midnight Sun­ 
day night. 
Several accidents accounted 
for dozens of deaths. 
Shortly after the start of the 
holiday period, a bus traveling 
on icy pavement in Oregon 
skidded out of control, crashed 
and turned over. The accident 
Thursday took 13 lives. 
The next day, five persons 
died when a car skidded out of 
control on an ice-coated bridge 
in eastern Oklahoma. Five per­ 
sons died Sunday on a snowy 
road near Buffelo, Minn. Seven 
persons were killed in a colli­ 
sion west of Sublette, Kan.,Sun­ 
day. 
The total dead far exceeded 
the 578 killed over the 1964 
Christmas weekend and the 428 
fatalities during a recent non­ 
holiday weekend. That weekend, 
from 6 p.m. Thursday Dec. 9 to 
midnight Sunday Dec. 12, was 
surveyed by the Associated 
Press to establish a compari­ 
son.

When the brief 
counter was over they counted 
the bodies of 41 Communists 
Marines, in other scattered ac 
tions against the Reds, report­ 
ed killing seven Viet Cong dur­ 
ing the day. 
Air attacks were made only 
on suspected Viet Cong concen­ 
trations in South Viet Nam, UJ5. 
spokesmen said. Ground action 
also was reported in low key for 
the past 24 hours. 
Beyond confirming the sus­ 
pension of the aerial war which 
steadily had been closing in on 
the Hanol-Haiphong Industrial 
belt, UJ5.officials in Saigon said 
only that the orders came from 
Washington. 
This raised speculation that 
the pause was a new invitation 
to North Vietnamese President 
Ho Chi Minh's regime to come 
to the peace table. UJS.officials 
declined to guess how long the 
lull would last. 
In the south, U.S. casually 
lists grew. 
A UJB. Army truck carrying 
soldiers of the UJS» Istlnftmtry 
Division hit a mine 30 miles 
north of Saigon. Casualties were 
reported heavy. 
The Viet Cong detonated a 
mine at a government troop 
barracks at Sa Dec, 70 miles 
southwest of Saigon, just as two

Twenty miles southwest of the 
barracks, a Communist mine 
blew up a Jeep, killing

American soldiers and

est in history. Only 1942, a 
World War n year, had a higher 
figure - $147 billion.

Scientists Clash over Value of Civilian Defense Systems 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — 
Two 
prominent 
scientists 
clashed today over the value — 
or danger — of proposals to 
spend billions on antimissile 
systems and fidlout shelters. 
‘'Reliance upon a defense sys­ 
tem of such extraordinary com­ 
plexity may bring more risk 
than safety,” said Dr. Barry 
Commoner, head of the Depart­ 
ment of Botany at Washington 


University, St. Louis, Mo. 
Dr. Edward Teller, University 
of California physicist and one 
of the inventors of the atomic 
bomb, countered: "A strong 
civil defense is our best hope of 
preventing nuclear attack.” 
The 
two 
were 
scheduled 
speakers in a symposium on 
civil defense at the annual 
meeting of the American Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 


Sciepce — the largest scientific 
convention of the year, attended 
by more than 6,000. 
The 
difference of opinion 
came at a briefing prior to the 
symposium. 
Commoner, an authority on 
the effects of radiation on man's 
environment, accused 
Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara of giving a "woefully 
inadequate” picture of the im­ 


mediate and eventual damage 
from nuclear war. 
He predicted "epidemics of 
human and animal diseases, 
crop destruction by radiation, 
erosion and sterilization of the 
land resulting from massive 
destruction of vegetation, and 
the triggering of possibly cata­ 
strophic climatic changes.** 
These, as well as Immediate 
destruction from blast heat and 


radiation, he said, "lead me to 
conclude that this nation, its 
population, its economic wealth, 
its social fiibric — all that we 
speak of as our civilization — 
would be irrevocably lost fol­ 
lowing a major nuclear war.” 
He conceded that some scien­ 
tists would disagree with him 
but insisted "there can be no 
disagreement that it is absolute­ 
ly Impossible to be certain of 


our own survivial.” 


"The Russians characteristi­ 
cally avoid taking 
risks,” 
Teller said. "If we have no 
shelters or antimissile sys­ 
tems they may feel they can de­ 
feat us. But if we put up a 
strong civil defense I believe 
we will prevent attack. 
"The Russians and 
the 
Chinese are not mad, as Hitler 


was. It is fortunate that we 
are now feced by reasonable op­ 
ponents. I don't think they will 
want to start a war unless they 
are sure they can defeat us, and 
they can't be sure if we have 
a strong civil defense.” 
Commoner pointed out that 
the Johnson* administration is 
considering a combined anti­ 
missile • shelter system, ex­ 
pected to cost several billions.

They will re­ 
main on Okinawa until a finaj 
decision on their cases, the 
spokesman said. 
After an extensive investiga­ 
tion, he said, they were charged 
with preparing, furnishing and 
delivering to the Viet Cong cer­ 
tain documents, statements and 
writings inimical to the Interest 
of the United States. 
Smith 27, and McClure, 25, 
were captured in November 
1963 when guerrillas overran 
the Hiep Hoa camp northeast of 
Saigon.

1065 AND ALL THAT 
Queen Elizabeth II and members of the royal 
family will be present on Tuesday (Dec. 28) 
when the 900th anniversary of the founding of 
Westminster Abbey will be observed. 
EDWARD THE CONFESSOR is supposed to 
have consecrated Westminster Abbey on Dec. 
28, 1065, and the British, who relish their 
history more than most people—perhaps be­ 
cause they have so much of it — are not going 
to let an occasion like that pass unnoticed. 
Queen Elizabeth II and the royal family will 
attend on Tuesday, when the 900th anniversary 
will be marked. Gold and silver plate and color­ 
ful vestments rarely seen will be displayed 
at this service. 
A sim ilar observance had been scheduled for 
the past June but evidently was passed over 
for commemoration of the 700th birthday of 
Parliament (June 15), the 750th anniversary 
of the signing of the Magna Carta (June 15) 
and the 150th anniversary of the Battle of Water­ 
loo (June 18). Those British do have a good 
bit of history. 
ACTUALLY, Tuesday's ceremony has been 
long in preparation. Ten years of scrubbing, 
gilding, painting, and polishing have gone into 
the consecration of Edward's monument. More 
than 1 million pounds ($2.8 million) collected 
by public subscription in connection with the 
coronation of Elizabeth II has been spent on 
the cleaning up. 
Reuter's reports that unlike St. Paul's Cathe­ 
dral, which has been restored outside, the 
Abbey's cleaning has been entirely inside the 
building. Using mainly soap and water, workmen 
have brought the interior to a brightness not 
seen for generations. They have restored the 
paint and gilding on the statues, scrubbed down 
the many monuments of statesmen, w arriors, 
musicians, and belletrists buried there, and 
cleaned the walls and roof. 
The anniversary year will be marked by a 
series of special services, concerts, and poetry 
readings, centered on the theme of “one peo­ 
ple." Princess Margaret on Jan. 10 will open 
an exhibition in the Norman undercroft which 
includes 
copes, carvings, effigies, fabrics, 
manuscripts, pictures, plate, and vestments. In 
April the choir of the National Cathedral in 
Washington will sing in the Abbey for two weeks.

May a Homage to Music Week is

W ESTMINSTER ABBEY — formerly the Abbey 
of St. Peter — is the most widely celebrated 
church in the British Commonwealth, and with 
good reason. Legend relates the coming of St. 
Peter himself to hallow the first worshipping 
place built on its site. Edward the Confessor 
in 1050 took up the erection of a new church. 
Every sovereign from William the Conqueror 
onward has been crowned at W estminster. The 
north transept contains many monuments to 
statesmen, and the Abbey is crowded with 
tombs and memorials of famous British sub­ 
jects. Thirteen kings and five queens are buried 
there. 
During World War II the Abbey was seriously 
damaged by bombs where the transept crosses 
the nave. Macaulay caught the significance of 
Westminster Abbey when he described it as 
“ that temple of silence and reconciliation where 
the enmities of 20 generations lie buried." 
No American visitor will ever forget the mag­ 
nificent stained glass tribute to the gallant pilots 
who fell during the Battle of Britain.

THE THREE AMENDMENTS 
Citizens of Missouri will go to the polls on 
Friday, Jan. 14, 1966, to either accept or reject 
three constitutional amendments. Already it has 
been indicated the vote will be light. 
Proposition No. 
1 would let Jackson county 
and St. Louis county set up pension systems 
for their employees, widows and children. 
Other counties over Missouri could set up 
sim ilar plans if the Missouri legislature ap­ 
proves. 
Proposition No. 2 would raise the basic school 
tax to $1.25 without a vote of the people. 
That school tax rate is now 89 cents in St. 
Louis and $1 in the remainder of the state. 
Proposition No. 3 is the redistricting plan that 
was recently adopted by the Missouri legislature. 
While all three of the amendments are im­ 
portant, No. 3 is by far the most needed of all 
of them. 
Some persons are not happy over the recent 
action taken on the redistricting plan, especial­ 
ly some in the Missouri legislature. There 
are many persons who never were happy with 
the Supreme court decision of one-man, one- 
vote, but the decision was rendered and there 
seems little anyone can do about it. 
A speical election does not draw many persons 
to the polls. And having an election in the cold 
month of January poses still another problem. 
Weather conditions may be bad that day and 
again the vote would be cut down. 
This newspaper has always advocated that 
persons go to the polls and exercise that great­ 
est of all privileges — the right to cast a 
vote either for or against a measure. In com­ 
ing weeks — and there aren't too many weeks 
left — this newspaper will continue to urge 
citizens to take the time to go to the polls on 
Jan. 14. 
Redistricting is not a happy prospect. It seems 
certain that rural Missouri will lose legislators. 
There is no way of stopping it. But the plan 
that has been adopted by the Missouri house is 
by far the best plan that was considered. 
Should legislators run at large, rural Missouri 
would be in worse trouble, for an at-large elec­ 
tion will mean that just about all of the law­ 
makers would be from St. Louis and Kansas 
City. Rural Missouri would suffer heavily if 
such election steps were necessary. 
It is urgent that outstate Missouri protect 
what legislators it will have by voting FOR 
Amendment No. 3 on Friday, Jan. 14. It’s 
still in-the iuture, but you, by all means, make 
p your mind to go to the polls and cast your 
allot on all three amendments. 
You'll be a good American and a good Mis­ 
sourian when you take the time from your 
schedule to vote.

WASHINGTON - A Milwaukee 
auto supply dealer, 
who sat 
for seven years in the same 
school room with the man who 
is now ruler of all the Rus­ 
sians, has written a series of 
personal letters to his former - 
classmate, appealing to him 
to stop antisemitism in 
the 
Soviet Union. 
Nathaniel "Hat” Kruglak, a 
cheerful Jewish refugee who 
made good as an American 
capitalist, and Leonid Brezh­ 
nev, the darkly scowling Czar 
of the Kremlin, studied 
and 
starved together during 
the 
Bolshevik revolution and the 
famine that followed. 
Kruglak has told his story 
to the state department, which 
has certified th basic details. 
Unlike some of their class­ 
mates who caught the spirit of 
the revolution and made cause 
with 
the Communists, 
both 
Brezhnev and Kruglak kept their 
mouths shut in those days and 
concentrated on their studies. 
It wasn't until after gradua­ 
tion— and another year togeth­ 
er taking a vocational course at 
a nearby steel mill— that Krug­ 
lak fled with his parents to 
America 
and 
Brezhnev be­ 
latedly joined the Communist 
party. 
Kruglak recalls that Brezh­ 
nev as a boy was usually aloof 
and alone - quite, introspective, 
inclined to be "sneaky.” He 
was the only millhand's son* 
in the class, and his parents 
must have made tremendous 
sacrifices to pay his 
high 
tuition. 
Even more than the others, 
Brezhnev suffered from 
the 
hunger and disease that accom­ 
panied the revolution. Kruglak 
recalls that young Brezhnev 
came back to class after a ty­ 
phus seizure looking like 
a 
skeleton. 
"I'll have to say this 
for 
him,” acknowledged Kruglak. 
"Brezhnev suffered terriiir. 
SHOELESS SCHOLARS 
Times became so hard that 
parents arranged to pay the 
school fees in potatoes, cab­ 
bage and hand-me-down cloth­ 
ing. Teachers and pupils alike 
could not afford to wear shoes 


to school. Even the principal, 
once proud and proper, padded 
through the halls in his bare 
feet. 
Who would have guessed that 
out of this obscure school one 
of the most inconspicuous stu- - 
dents would rise to the pin­ 
nacle of Soviet power? 
In nine separate letters to 
the Kremlin leader, Kruglak 
has reminded him of the bleak, 
threadbare days they shared 
together. Their school 
was 
called the "Classical Gymna­ 
sium 
of 
Kamenskoye,” 
a 
dreary, two-story, gray brick 
building in the Ukrainian fac­ 
tory town of Kamenskoye, which 
the Communists have renamed 
Dneprodzerzhinsk. 
To jog Brezhnev's memory, 
Kruglak in his first letter named 
their teachers and the first five 
names on the class roll. The 
roll call began: "Alimov, Ar- 
bezbauer, Artemov, Barabash, 
Brezhnev. . ." 
Kruglak 
also wrote of In­ 
spector Zolotaryov, who en­ 
forced discipline in the school. 
He would punish a pupil for the 
least infraction, such as a miss­ 
ing button or dirty uniform, by 
twisting an arm behind his back, 
shaking him roughly and shov­ 
ing him toward a large pendulum 
clock in the hall. 
"Under the clockl” he would 
bellow. Then he would force 
the boy to stand stiffly against 
the wall under the clock for 
one to three hours. 
JEWISH BOYS SUFFERED 
He was alwys more cruel 
with the Jewish boys, and in 
one letter, Kruglak reminded 
Brezhnev: "Zolotaryev used to 
ask a student committing some 
infraction of the rules, 'Art 
thou a Hebrew?* I'll never for­ 
get how once he almost tore off 
my left arm. 
"In 1918-19, Zolotaryev es­ 
caped. . Jf antlWSemitism is 
again in existence in the USSR, 
then it is due to the influence 
of the sons of the grandchil­ 
dren of men like Zolotaryev.. 
"Even the Pope of Rome and 
liis prelates are trying to elim­ 
inate anti-Semitism in their con­ 
duct 
and prayers,” 
Kruglak 
pleaded. "To allow 
its exist­ 


ence in the USSR is ilxoglcal. 
It can lead only to a loss 
of 
many friends.” 
Another time, Kruglak sent 
his famous 
classmate 
some 
press clippings as evidence that 
Soviet anti-Semitism was pay­ 
ing off in bad publicity. 
"You will be able to judge 
from some of the enclosed clip­ 
pings,” he wrote, "that anti- 
Semitism is gradually getting 
out of style. If Pravda and Iz- 
vestia stop using anti-Semitic 
hints, the Provincial Press may 
follow their example.” 
But Kmglak's letters either 
didn't get through to Brezhnev, 
or the Soviet leader didn't deign 
to reply. Kruglak made one last 
try. 
"Public opinion here and in 
Europe,” 
he wrote, "is con­ 
demning 
your administration 
for persecuting three million 
Jews in the USSR.” 
There was still no word from 
Brezhnev. 
Though they sat only three 
desks apart for seven years, 
the two former schoolmates 
are now a world apart.

For Everything There Is a 
Season. . .A Tale of Two Kids 
and War and Peace. 
New York: — “ For every­ 
thing there is a season, and a 
time to every purpose under 
Heaven.” -- Ecclesiastes. 
Bells Jingle and trees light up 
so now is the time to tell the 
tale of two kids who played 
together, when their fathers,, . 
labor leaders both, took them to 
union picnics not so long ago, 
really. 
This, too, is the tale of two 
messages from South Viet Nam 
—one from the younger of the 
lads, Joe Paul Curran, now 
battling the enemy amongst the 
giant 
reeds and underwater 
shoulder-plt deep rice paddies 
there; and the second communi­ 
cation, a cable from that enemy 
to the older chap, Frank Em- 
spak, having an exhilarating 
time running the National Co­ 
ordinating Committee to E n d . 
the War in Viet Nam. 
Joe Paul, 21-year-old son of 
the National Maritime Union's 
Joe Curran, need not have taken 
guns in his hands, or slogged 
through 
swamps. 
He volun­ 
teered. Why? 
The kid's answer could be in 
his Christmas card. On it are 
the words of Ecclesiastes and 
a picture of Joe Paul in fatigues, 
sheathed 
knife on his belt, 
Australian bush hat on his head, 
and on his knee above the combat 
boots sits tiny, barefooted, five- 
year-old Sung, a Vietnamese 
child. 
And there are Joe Paul's words 
-- "Peace — to little Sung here 
and the countless like her on 
this earth — is more than just 
a thought; it is a very real 
need" 
But how to get that peace? 
Young Joe Paul went to fight for 
it because he believes that "the 
situation here is not hopeless 
. . .We are proving now that 
guerrilla warfare is not un­ 
beatable. I do not believe that 
a Communist hegemony is in­ 
evitable merely because of the 
proximity of China. . . 
"No accident of birth should 
guarantee that the Vietnamese, 
or any other people, be held 
in subjugation so long as we 
have the power to prevent it. .. 
“ Whatever the difficulty, as 
long as we have the power we 
ought to use it to help give these 
people a chance to be free. . . 
If we believe in freedom, I think 
we can do no less. . . 
"The American presence here 
is not without blemish, but. . . 
it is a good influence. Because 
of it, Viet Nam will never again 
be a feudal backward state. 
The future will see a Communist 
tyranny or movement toward a 
democratic, popularly-oriented 
government. If we withdraw, no 
Vietnamese will 
know free­ 
dom. . . ” 
So writes young Joe Paul Cur­ 
ran. who shall say that any 
other voice is wiser than his? 
Who, more, has earned the right 
to speak thus to older men as 
well as his sometimes bearded 
peers? Joe Paul Curran has 
known the relentless fatigue 
and hurt of battle. 
"I tried to judge what kind of 
emotion I felt,*' he wrote after 
one foray, "after all this was 
my first time in combat. I 
wasn't nervous. Fm too much of 
a fatalist. 
"Then 
we moved forward 


across an open plain. It was 
about shin deep in water and 
was covered with tall thin grass. 
There were hundreds of Viet­ 
namese (soldiers) and only one 
American — me. 
"We pushed through a seem­ 
ingly endless swamp. ft wasn't 
just mud alone that tugged at 
your feet, but there were vines 
and roots that tripped ynwuinoi 
There were sink holes up to your 
armpits. 


"The whole journey was a 
masterpiece 
of slipping and 
falling. . .Soon everyone tired 
and it looked like slow motion... 
We just kept plodding 
along 
moving purely by inertia. . . 
* 'There wasn't a decent piece 
of hard earth anywhere. . .They 
talk about defoliation. What this 
place needs is a good case of 
dehydration. . .” 
Then comes descriptions of 
fighting. And of the fishing of 
a Viet Cong out of the water 
in which he had been hiding 
for hours breathing through a 
reed. Joe Paul Curran talks of 
the Russian rifles in enemy 
hands. And the destruction of 
Viet Cong camps. And the trip 
back. 


"The worst thing about the way 
back in the dark,” says Joe 
Paul, “ was the bridges. They 
were of every possible descrip­ 
tion — one log with no rails, 
boards with rails, and so on 
with infinite variety. After a 
few 
troops would cross, they 
would become slick with mud 
and even more precarious. One 
bridge started with a ramp 
which ended in mid-air. When 
you reached the end you had to 
climb down and along the braces 
and then up onto the boards 
where they began again. . .” 
Joe Paul went into a river 
once. His captain pulled him 
out. They made it back. Score 
was 43 enemy dead, 15 cap­ 
tured, none tortured, three sus­ 
pects detained, 23 VC sampans 
destroyed. Soviet and French 
rifles 
captured, also Soviet 
telephone equipment. 
And all this time, Frank Em* 
spak, son of the late Julius Em- 
spak, Comrade Juniper to many, 
once a leader of United Elec­ 
trical Workers, was directing 
demonstrations. These walk­ 
outs, sit-ins, talkouts, teach- 
ins, were not kind to the Joe 
Paul Currans, or to the U.S. 
government. 
So unkind were these Frank 
Emspak types of protests that 
he got a message early in De­ 
cember just about the time Joe 
Paul Curran was in My Tho. 
But the word was not from Joe 
Paul. 
ft was from Nguyen Huu Tho, 
a leader of Ho Chi Minh's Na­ 
tional Liberation Front inside 
South Viet Nam. Its military 
arm is the Viet Cong. 
And the message said ". . .the 
NFLSV follow with enthusiasm 
and 
profound gratitude the 
movement of the American peo­ 
ple against the policy of war 
and aggression. . . ." There 
was more to the message to 
Frank Emspak, the other kid 
at those long ago picnics. 
To each his own. 
Good Christmas to you, Joe 
Paul. Because of you and your 
thousands of comrades, Ameri­ 
can and Vietnamese, there will 
be merrier ones in a freer 
world.

WASHINGTON (AP) — At the 
White House information is like

He likes to do the revealing

tonishing situation. 
In these closing days of 1965, 
just before Johnson in January 
begins handing Congress his 
programs for 1966, practically 
nothing is known about them. ' 
Yet, it can be assumed he and 
his aides have long been busy 
oo them. 
There has been speculation 
about a tax boost next year to 
. help pay for the Viet Nam war; 
but there was also speculation 
that there wouldn't be. This is 
hardly a leak. It sounds more 
like noise in the pipes. 
Because 
Republicans 
have 
been calling for less spending, 
and Johnson people have been 
talking of ways to reduce ex* 
penses, he may be waiting tc 
see how the books balance be* 
fore he comes up with new pro. 
gram s that need more money. 
But he has turned this into a 
rather dry period on news all 
around. 
In the past nine days he has 
had two-day meetings each with 
three important foreign lead* 


ers: Pakistan's President Mo* 
hammed Ayub Khan, Britain's 
Prime Minister Harold Wil­ 
son, and West Germany's chan­ 
cellor, Ludwig Erhard. 
All three meetings seem to 
have been pleasant, and showed 
Johnson was taking a very di­ 
rect part in foreign affairs, but 
if they settled anything it wasn't 
clear from the communiques 
they issued. 
This very vagueness, although 
that may not have been its pur­ 
pose, left Johnson free to make 
any disclosures he wants later. 
There were no leaks. 
First, he met with Pakistan's 
president and the two men later 
called their discussions “ frank, 
wide-ranging, and productive. 
They didn't explain what “ pro­ 
ductive meant. 
They did agree on the need 
for peace between India and 
Pakistan but everyone except 
Red 
China 
would 
probably 
agree on that. It was the kind of 
agreement that could have been 
reached by long-distance tele­ 
phone. 
Then Johnson huddled with 
Wilson who described their 
talks as “ fruitful" and “brisk." 
But what that meant wasn't ex­ 
plained. 
“ Fruitful" probably 
meant more an exchange 
of 
views than definite agreements. 
Johnson talks with Erhard 
ended Tuesday, after 
which 
they agreed, they said, that 
Germany “ and other interested 


partners in the (NATO)alliance 
should have an appropriate part 
of the nuclear defense." 
But nobody explained what 
“appropriate" meant. This ap­ 
parently 
meant that 
maybe 
something could be worked out 
later. 
At a dinner Johnson proposed 
the United States and West Ger­ 
many join in an “exploration of 
space," perhaps a “probe to the 
sun, and another, a probe to 
Jupiter." How was also left to 
the future. 
Nobody is going to land on the 
sun and Jupiter is believed inca­ 
pable of supporting a manned 
landing.

Riding in Spacecraft 
Like Oxygen Tent Life

Riding a Gemini spacecraft 
through space is like living in 
an oxygen tent without daring to 
raise the flap. 
Outside, there is nothing. In­ 
side, there is a strange atmos­ 
phere of some 95 per cent oxy­ 
gen, 5 per cent water vapor. But 
for the astronaut, it is his own 
portable world. 
He inhales and exhales 12 
times a minute. Each breath 
brings his lungs 30V2 cubic inch­ 
es of oxygen. He uses some two 
pounds worth of oxygen a day — 
just to breathe. 
The atmospheric pressure is 
five pounds per square inch, 
about one*third of what it is on 
earth. 
But it works. It keeps him 
alive for up to 14 days, witness 
Gemini 7 astronauts Frank Bor­ 
man, an Army lieutenant colo­ 
nel, and James A.Lovell Jr., 
a Navy lieutenant commander. 
They lived those 14 days in 
space on the nearly perfect oxy­ 
gen atmosphere. 
It filled their space cabin, and 
it circulated through their suits, 
when they were wearing them. 
It was precious 
and escapa­ 
ble. 
Had they opened their hatch­ 
es, it would have all escaped in 


one gasp into the emptiness. 
They could still have lived, 
zipped up tight in the smaller 
world of their spacesuits. But 
astronauts need both the oxygen 
to breathe and the pressure pro­ 
tection against the vacuum of 
space to survive. 
But it isn't like living on 
earth, even if things go well. On 
an airliner soaring through the 
thin air of 37,000 feet, a passen­ 
ger is fed a constant diet of that 
thin air scooped up by the air­ 
plane and compressed in densi­ 
ty. Up to an altitude of 10,000 
feet, there is enough oxygen for 
a person to subsist on a normal 
breath. Above that altitude the 
oxygen atoms are too sparse, 
unless a human can pack them 
together, or carry his own com­ 
pressed oxygen with him. 
There are drawbacks to a 
nearly pure oxygen atmosphere. 
You can smoke in an airplane 
when it flies clear of its own 
engine fumes. You can't smoke 
in an oxygen-filled spacecraft 
cabin, if you value your skin. 
Burning is, of course, the 
combining of certain fuels with 
oxygen at usually high temper­ 
atures. The more oxygen, the 
faster 
the burning. Light a 
match, and it would flare down 
to your fingertips in an oxygen- 
pure atmosphere. Light a ciga- 


smoklng an explosive fuse. 
That's why any flame in the 
spacecraft cabin could be espe­ 
cially dangerous. You could put 
it out, of course, by opening the 
hatches on the cabin, letting 
space 
such the oxygen out. 
Without oxygen, there would be 
no fire.

NEW YORK (AP) — Some 
youngsters have other visions in 
their heads this week than 
sugarplums and toy jetfighters 
or space capsules. They want 
stocks — and the low down on 
how to make money from them. 
About 
8,000 letters from 
around the country seeking in­ 
formation tailored to young 
minds attests to the trend. 
**I want to make money, but 
everybody says I have to learn 
more first,** writes a Philadel­ 
phia schoolboy. 
“I have saved $18 from my 
allowance, but when I asked my 
father if I could buy stocks he 
told me I had plenty of time 
for that,** complains a young' 
ster in Vienna, Ohio, seeking 
information on his own. 
“I would like very much to 
have your report so as to learn 
about stock market terms,*' a 
Tacoma, Wash., youth writes. 
"I will go into business when I 
grow up.'* 
The report that he and the 
others are seeking is "A Little 
Dictionary of Business Terms'* 
included in **a message to chil­ 
dren of shareholders*' which 
accompanied the third quarter 
report of Avnet, Inc. of New 
York. Children took it to school 
and mention of it also found its 
way into newspapers around the 
country. 
Then the a valance of re­ 
quests for copies poured in. 
Not all the letters are from 
kids. Others come from the 
dean of a university school of 
business administration want­ 
ing copies for his fitculty, from 
an 
Ohio high schoolteacher, 
from an accounting student in 
Springfield, Mass., from a stu­ 
dent in a San Diego civics 
class, 
from a Long Island 
schoolteacher whose 30 pupils 
bought two shares of stock on 
the strength of the rport. 
The definitions are basic and 
aimed at the school child's 
level.

NEW YORK (A P ) — Costlier 
living but fetter paychecks from 
more jobs and only an off 
chance of shortages in goods — 
that's the outlook for most 
Americans in 1966. 
c The tax burden w ill be heavi. 
er. At..-the federal level Social 
Security withholding w ill be 
larger, and rising government 
spending might force other tax 
Increases before the year is out. 
At the state and local levels, 
many communities are likely to 
collect more to meet growing 
expenditures. 
But the Viet Nam war, plus 
whatever's left over for the 
Great Society, seems sure to 
tighten the labor market and 
keep most Am ericans busy — 
and as affluent as ever. Borrow­ 
ing w ill cost more, and so may 
goods and services. 
Here's the 1966 outlook for 
your job, pay and taxes, and for 
the cost of food, clothing, shel­ 
ter, cars, appliances and serv­ 
ices: 
JO BS — The worry suddenly 
turns to shortages of skilled 
workers after years of strictly 
high employment. 
The new year w ill start with 
the jobless rate at the lowest 
level in years and with almost 
one m illion more teen-agers at 
work than a year ago. The Viet 
Nam war promises to increase 
demand for factory goods, as 
well as draw more youths into 
the armed forces. Corporations 
are competing with each other 
to hire workers in some of the 
more highly skilled trades. La­ 
bor ferment in 1965 saw some 
20 m illion man days of produc­ 
tion lost in strikes, the highest 
in six years. Wage scales have 
been rising more than in the 
previous two years. 
PERSONAL INCOMES — An­ 
other big rise is in the making. 
Economists are talking about 
the total hitting $560 billion in 
1966, compared with $417 bil­ 
lion in 1961. It crossed the $500 
billion line early in 1965. Full 
employment plus rising wage 
scales should keep the pocket- 
book boom going. Income from 
higher Interest rates and larger 
dividends w ill help many per­ 
sons. Larger Social Security 
checks w ill help others. But

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey is the busiest 
vice president in history-unless 
Lyndon B. Johnson was—but in 
a 
very 
unsensatlonal 
way, 
which is the way President 
Johnson wants it. 
This is a switch from those 
days 16 years ago when Hum­ 
phrey first arrived in the Sen­ 
ate, a noisy, controversial lib­ 
eral who talked too much and an­ 
tagonized the old-timers. 
He's still a liberal but over 
the years he learned how to do 
business in the Capitol, got 
along 
with 
the 
old-timers, 
worked smoothly with Johnson 
when Johnson was Senate ma­ 
jority leader. 
And now he is a Sir Echo of 
all Johnson wants and stands 
for. His liberalism hasn't dim­ 
inished but as he says: "I did 
not become vice president with 
President Johnson to cause him 
trouble." 
It's an Impressive sight to go 
through a newspaper library 
folder on Humphrey and look at 
the pile of sto ries which show 
how 
he 
has 
been hopping 
around. 


Just in the early part of this 
month alone on one day he 
spoke in Washington on better 
cities and on the same day in 
New Hampshire talked on disar­ 
mament; on another day he 
talked 
in New York about 
closing the science gap between 
nations and on the same day in 
Massachusetts about propagan­ 
da. 
This was after returning from 
a Western speechmaking trip in 
which he denounced antiwar 
demonstrators as irresponsi­ 
ble, Indecent and unpatriotic.In 
between speeches this year he 
has been mixed up in the Peace 
Corps, voting rights, school 
drop-outs, antipoverty, talked 
with mayors, dashed to Paris 
with Gemini astronauts, pre­ 
sided at a carnival. 
If it seems strange all this 
activity has not stuck in the 
mind, and it hasn't, it's because 
Humphrey is carrying out the 
role assigned him by Johnson, a 
busy one but secondary. 
This is exactly the position 
Johnson was in when he was 
vice president under President 
John F.Kennedy. As presidents, 
Kennedy and Johnson seemed to 
have had an identical view of 


vice presidents: 
They should be seen, but not 
in critical situations; heard, but 
in a minor key; and they should 
always be on deck to run er­ 
rands, patch up various kinds of 
bruises, and play handyman on 
a moment's notice. 
Now after Christmas Johnson 
is sending Humphrey to Japan, 
Korea, Formosa, and the Philip­ 
pines on a goodwill mission, 
which makes him the highest U. 
S. official to visit the Far East 
since Kennedy sent Johnson 
there in 1961. 
And before either of them, 
back in his first year in office in 
1953, President Dwight D. Ei­ 
senhower sent his vice presi­ 
dent, Richard M. Nixon, on the 
grand tour of Asia. 
Through it all Humphrey has 
been his bouncy, cheerful self. 
He'd better be if he hopes John­ 
son will back him for the presi­ 
dency in 1972. This is assuming 
Johnson runs and is reelected in 
1968, which is likely, to say the 
least. 
But before Humphrey can 
hope for Johnson's backing in 
1972, he has to please Johnson 
enough between now and 1968 to 
get Johnson's backing to run 
for the vice presidency again. 
He's sure trying.

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Automobile Industry 
Has Banner Year 


DETROIT AP — 
The U. S. 
auto industry had a banner year 
in 1965 with production, sales 
and profits hitting new highs. 
Sales passed the nine million 
car mark for the first time as 
an estimated 9.2 million new 
cars, Including 550,000 
im­ 
ports, were sold in the U. S. 
market. 
' The sales volume *?an a whop­ 
ping million units ahead of the 
old high of 8.1 million, includ­ 
ing 486,000 imports, set in 1964. 
There 
was general belief 
among industry executives that 
1966 would see the nine million 
sales mark touched again. 
A rosy view of the market 
came 
from Roy 
Abernathy, 
president of American Motors 
Corp. and president of the Auto­ 
mobile Manufacturers Associa­ 
tion. 
He said: 
“ Few years have held bright­ 
er promise for the auto industry 
than 1966. Consumer response 
is expected to be enthuslastic- 
to the tune of another nine mil­ 
lion car sales year, matching or 
topping the 1965 record.” 
To achieve the 1965 
sales 
record, the four U. S. auto 
companies - General Motors, 
Ford, Chrysler and American 
Motors-offered a postward rec­ 
ord of 366 body styles to the 
buying public. This was 18 more 
than a year earlier. 
The buying public showed un­ 
precedented Interest in the new 
with a record $36 billion in auto 
purchases, an increase of about 
$4 billion over last year. 
Auto industry profits were ex­ 
pected to surpass the $3 billion 
mark for the first time when the 
final record of 1965 was written. 
In addition the number of sal­ 
aried and hourly paid workers 
in auto companies was expected 
to show a new high, surpassing 
the 1.2 million workers and$8.1 
billion in salaries and wages 


paid in 1964. 
For the industry as a whole, 
major styling and engineering 
changes were few in the 1966 
models. 
The emphasis was on options, 
designed to lure additional dol­ 
lars from the buyer and at the 
same time give him a chance to 
tailor his car to his own choice 
and pocketbook. 
A wide variety of engines, 
carburetors, Interior trims and 
transmissions were offered. 
Among the newest options were 
Ford's stereo-tape players and 
a swing tailgate which opened up 
and down or sideways; Pontiac's 
first American overhead cam 
six-cylinder engine and the first 
smog control devices for ex­ 
haust systems offered in com­ 
pliance with a new California 
law. 
Safety played a big part in the 
auto industry's thinking in 1965. 
Several congressional commit­ 
tees explored various phases of 
automotive safety and Secre­ 
tary of Commerce John T. Con­ 
nor called the nation's 1964 
traffic death toll of 47,700 “ in­ 
tolerable.” 
After the General Service Ad­ 
ministration listed 17 items 
which it said must be standard 
on all cars it buys for federal 
government use in 1967, the in­ 
dustry moved to put about six 
of them on 1966 models as a 
standard package. 
They included a padded dash­ 
board, padded sun visors, out­ 
side 
left rear-view mirror, 
backup lights,windshield wash­ 
ers, multiple-speed windshield 
wipers and rear seat belts. 
T7ie price of these 
items, 
which ran about $50 in General 
Motors cars, was passed along 
to the consumer. 
He benefited by a three per 
cent cut in the 10 per cent fed­ 
eral excise tax on new cars dur­ 
ing the year.

Honeymoon Between 
LBJ-Labor over 


WASHINGTON (AP) — De­ 
spite all the sweet talk at the 
AFL-CIO convention, the honey­ 
moon between President John­ 
son and organized labor appears 
to be over. 
There*s no real threat of di­ 
vorce, but there is a distinct 
chance of separate maintenance 
if the Democrats don’t make 
good in January on their chigf 
premarital pledge to the labor 
unions. 
The promise was to repeal 
section 14B of the Taft-Hartley 
Act, which permits the states to 
outlaw union shop contracts re­ 
quiring all employes to join a 
union. 
Johnson couldn't — or didn’t 
-- make Congress deliver the 
pledge this year to the political­ 
ly powerful labor movement 
with its millions of votes. 
AFL-CIO President George 
Meany, who once could dictate 
high Labor Department appoint­ 
ments, now can’t even get an 
audience with Senate Demo­ 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield. 
With just two weeks left until 
Congress convenes, all Meany 
wants to know is when Mans­ 
field plans to bring up 14B in the 
Senate and how hard he would 
fight to break another Republi­ 
can filibuster like the one that 
blocked the repeal bill this year. 


Is Mansfield avoiding Meany, 
perhaps with the tacit agree­ 
ment of Johnson, who at best 
has been lukewarm in his sup­ 
port of the repeal bill? 
“ Draw 
your 
own conclu­ 
sions,” grumbles the unhappy 
Meany, who months ago warned 
that the federation may have to 
take a hard new look at its rela­ 
tionships with both major politi­ 
cal parties. 
Most of the recent AFL.-CIO 
convention in San Francisco 
was devoted to voicing strong 
support for Johnson's Viet Nam 
policies, “but we would have 
done that no matter what ad­ 
ministration was in office — 
even Eisenhower,” said a fed­ 
eration spokesman. 
Labor, pledging all-out 1966 
political support to 
protect 
some freshmen liberal House 
Democrats who voted to repeal 
14B before the Senate filibuster 
blocked its final passage, really 
has no choice now but to string 
along with the administration. 
But should Johnson, Mansfield 
and other Democrats fail to de­ 
liver on 14B early next year, 
organized labor might well zip 
shut its pocketbook in the 1968 
presidential election year. 
“ We put a lot of muscle, man­ 
power and money in Johnson’s 
1964 victory and Johnson knows 


it well,” said the federation 
spokesman in confidently pre­ 
dicting repeal of 14B early next 
year. 
But many labor leaders be­ 
lieve less in the chances of re­ 
peal 
than they do in Santa 
Claus. 
But where else, in the present 
political scheme of things, can 
the labor movement go? 
Federation spokesmen bristle 
at this question. 
“ We’re not captives” of the 
Democrats, one said. 
Another alternative, they hint, 
is formation of a labor party, 
like Britain’s — but, they con­ 
cede privately that is not very 
practical. 
What, then, can the labor 
chieftains do —- if finally disen­ 
chanted with Johnson and the 
Democratic party — in future 
elections? 
Said one high spokesman for 
the federation: 
“ We can stay home” on Elec­ 
tion Day.

Then, as if that crazy ar­ 
mored knight and his horse had 
galloped through all channels 
spearing every seasonal com­ 
mercial, they were all gone. It 
was almost a joy to see our old 
friends in television and back 
with their worries over their 
laundry, whining over dirty 
kitchen floors and fretting about 
their children’s colds or cavi­ 
ties. 
The passing of Christmas 
brings one boon for the surfeited 
viewer. For the next 11 months 
“ The Partridge and the Pear 
Tree” and “ The Little Drum­ 
mer Boy” will be in retirement. 
Both of these Yuletide songs,

The Pope was 
reported concerned and disap­ 
pointed over the truce fellure 
but determined to press ahead 
with his personal peace efforts. 
Vatican sources said the Pope 
also sent a Christmas message 
to President Johnson on Viet 
Nam. The text was not released 
immediately at the Vatican.

Behind this "Come on, we're 
waiting for you," challenge is 
the belief that the United States 
if it faces an impasse in Viet 
Nam and is unready to concede 
defeat — may, against its better 
military judgment, attempt to 
find a solution by widening the 
area of conflict.

also 
springs from a supreme confi­ 
dence in China's defense ca­ 
pacity. 
Wherever I went in China I 
saw young people drilling and 
taking target prictice. The civil­ 
ian militiaman has been reac­ 
tivated and extended so that al­ 
most every 18-to 40, women as 
well as men, is in training. 
Every commune, every vil­ 
lage I visited had its civilian 
defense unit — sturdy young 
peasant girls and boys becom­ 
ing proficient with rifles and 
bayonet. 
As a result, China today can 
mount the greatest defense-in- 
depth that the world has ever 
seen. 
She could mobilize, I was told 
(and after what I saw I could 
believe it), a civilian defense 
army of 100 million in a matter 
of hours. 
Britain's Field Marshal Lord 
Montgomery was in China in 
1960. After seeing the country's 
civilian militia he laid down a 
cardinal rule of war — never 
commit an army to fight on the 
mainland of China. 
The civilian militia has since 
been greatly extended. 
But, I asked one military 
commander 
in 
the 
country, 
what use is all this defense 
manpower against bombing at­ 
tacks on the cities? 
His reply ran something like 
this: 
"Bombing cities cannot alone 
win a war. It is, of course, hu­ 
manly destructive and damag­ 
ing, but it cannot seriously di­ 
minish our resistance capac­ 
ities. 
"In Korea, The UJS. bombing 
had virtually no effect on the 
capacity of North Korea to con­ 
tinue the fight." 
(Looking this up afterward I 
found that the official history of 
the UJS. Air Force appears to 
corroborate this. "In 
little 
more than a month," says this 
history, "U. S. bombers had 
neutralized all but one stra­ 
tegic bombing objective con­ 
tributing support to the North 
Korean people's army" -but 
the war went on for another 
three years. 
Yet with all this drilling the 
Chinese are not in what would 
be 
called a "militaristic" 
mood. 
I have seen militarism in pre­ 
war Germany—the parades, the 
incessant glorification of war, 
the strutting officers, the arro­ 
gance and narrowness of the 
military mind. 
There is none of this in China 
today.

I have been to China four 
times in recent years. I have 
never seen them more militant- 
ly prepared yet more relaxed 
than they are today. 
The people walking in the 
streets, or strolling through the 
parks, were more at ease and 
certainly less suspicious of a 
foreigner like myself, than I 
have ever seen them. 
Part of the reason is that aft­ 
er years of difficulties, things 
are improving greatly in China. 
Two years ago they were just 
pulling out of the lean years — 
the food shortages and industri­ 
al setbacks of 1960-62. 
Today there were no signs of 
food shortages. Food stores 
have ample supplies. Meat is no 
longer rationed and seemed to 
be plentiful. Rice and wheat still 
are rationed, but the rations are 
generous and are not normally 
fully used. 
If we in the West still have an 
image of China as a "hungry 
nation” we must abandon that 
idea. China is hungry no more. 
(Peking has imported several 
hundred million dollars worth of 
wheat.) 
The department stores are 
crowded and in the larger cities 
special stores have been opened 
for children's clothes and toys. 
For a year or more "quality” 
has been stressed in factories. 
Bicycles are up to Western 
standards and have come down 
appreciably in price since 1963. 
Streets are crowded with them. 
Though there is certainly no 
traffic problem, there are many 
more automobiles on the streets 
than two years ago. As taxis 
become more available, pedi- 
cabs are being withdrawn. The 
majority of trucks now are of 
Chinese manutocture. Former­ 
ly they were mostly Russian. 
From what I have seen I be­ 
lieve that within a few years 
China will need to import only a 
relatively small amount of the 
more advanced machinery and 
equipment. 
While the general well-being 
of the Chinese people undoubt­ 
edly is advancing, no one in Chi­ 
na is allowed to forget the 
"struggle against 
U. S. im­ 
perialism." 
In the village communes, in 
the factor discussion 
groups, 
in school rooms, it is the ma­ 
jor topic. 
They applaud the stand in 
Viet Nam. In remote rural 
schools, I saw special black­ 


boards set aside on which suc­ 
cesses scored by the Viet Cong 
could be announced. As each 
UJS. plane is shot down in North 
Viet 
Nam, 
in 
thousands of 
schools throughout Cliina signs 
are changed to show the latest 
total. 
One evening I had dinner in a 
small restaurant in Peking with 
a Chinese friend I have known 
many years. My friend—a dis­ 
tinguished historian—was ed­ 
ucated at Cambridge University 


and speaks English fluently. He 
said rather reflectively: 
"It's a little ironic, isn't it, 
that it is the United States, of 
all countries, that is saying we 
are aggressive and expansive- 
China doesn't have a single sol­ 
dier outside of China—not one. 
And how many does America 
have—a million and a half?” 
There is nothing in this world 
more confident, or more uncom­ 
promising, than a Chinese who 
feels he is right.

BLOOMFIELD — The soybean 
cyst nematode is increasingly 
becoming a serious threat to the 
soybean crop in Stoddard Coun­ 
ty. Soybeans is one of our most 
important crops in that 184,000 
acres, or approximately one 
half of our cropland acreage, 
in the county is devoted to the 
production of this crop. Con­ 
sequently, the cyst nematode 
creates a threat to the entire 
economy of the area. 
According to a situation report 
pertaining to the cyst nematode 
that we received just recently 
from the Plant Pest Control 
Office at Sikeston, Plant Pest 
Control Officials estimate that 
43,182 acres of soybeans were 
damaged this year which com­ 
pares with 19,750 acres esti­ 
mated to have been damaged 
by this pest in 1964. They 
estimated the total loss in the 
county resulting from this pest 
this year was 215,910 bushels 
of beans which at current prices 
would amount to approximately 
$540,000. This loss compares 
with 
approximately 
54,300 
acres and $141,180 last year. 
Incidentally the total estimated 
loss for the nine affectedSouth- 
east Missouri Counties, includ­ 
ing Bollinger, Bulter, Cape Gi­ 
rardeau, Dunklin, Mississippi, 
New Madrid, Pemiscot, Scott, 
and 
Stoddard Counties, was 
880,977 bushesl from 255,009 
infested acres which amounts 
to $2,200,000 at current prices. 
Naturally, a number of farm­ 
ers in Stoddard County are 
deeply 
concerned about this 
m atter. Of course, our first 
cyst nematode resistant variety 
of soybeans are being released 


to certified seed growers for 
purposes of increasing the seed 
supply of this variety in 1966. 
If our experience this year 
was any indication, however, I 
don’t believe that we can afford 
to assume that our problems 
are solved by any means. It 
will, of course, be another year 
before seed of this new variety 
will be generally available, and 
it is doubtful that there will 
be enough to go around then. 
The cyst nematode is a soil 
borne problem, and the prob­ 
lem increases in severity as 
we continue to grow soybeans 
on the same field year after 
year. Consequently, crop rota­ 
tion will do much to keep this 
post under control. In fact, 
even 
011 seriously 
infested 
fields, virtually normal yields 
of Ivans can be produced if 
crops are rotated so that some 
other crop is grown on the 
field for two to three years 
Ivtween Ivan crops. Especially 
if you have a field where you 
suspect the cyst nematode to 
be damaging soybeans, it would 
Iv a good idea to rotate this 
field into some other crop. 
Speaking of cyst nematode- 
resistant 
varieties, farm ers 
are asking when other cyst 
nematode varieties will 
be 
released. 
As you 
probably 
know, the variety released this 
year, Pickett, was bred from the 
Lee variety, Lee is a little late 
for our area, so they are in­ 
terested in obtaining earlier- 
maturing varieties that would 
be resistant. I believe the pres­ 
ent research schedule calls for 
resistant Scotts to be released 
to certified seed growers about

U.S. to 
Pay out 
More

NEW YORK — The U.S. Trea­ 
sury is going to borrow $5 
billion in coming weeks—and 
doubtless pay the lenders more 
than it did when it borrowed a 
year ago. Its annual bill for in­ 
terest already is around $12 
billion. 
Consumers who buy on the 
cuff seem likely to pay more for 
that privilege, too, whether it be 
interest included in the monthly 
payments for a new car or a 
mortgage for a new house. 
Businessmen who will be bor­ 
rowing from their banks to car­ 
ry inventories, meet payrolls, 
or 
buy new equipment are 
already on notice they’ll be pay­ 
ing more interest. 
Workers will see a lot more 
deducted from their paychecks 
because withholding for Social 
Security and medicare are at 
stiffly higher rates. 
Price rises, either recently 
announced or believed to be in­ 
evitable, will take another big 
bite out of many personal in­ 
comes. These are expected to go 
on rising, if less slowly next 
year because of the Social Se­ 
curity tax hike. But many see 
much of the benefits of this lost 
to higher prices for goods and 
services and higher interest 
rates on consumer borrowing. 
The U.S. Treasury expects to 
take in more money next year 
from its other forms of taxes. 
Chief increases will come from 
the income levy on larger per­ 
sonal incomes and the income 


tax on continuing, if slower, 
rise in corporate profits. 
But the Treasury is likely to 
be paying out at an even faster 
clip. And that is why it must 
raise $5 billion in the Invest­ 
ment markets in the first half 
of 1966. Spending on the Viet 
Nam war will be one additional 
drain on the Treasury. Costs 
of 
social programs already 
under way or scheduled to be 
started will be another. 
So the Treasury must borrow 
while it waits for the tax re­ 
ceipts to roll In. It expects to 
raise $1.3 billion of new cash 
by increasing its weekly auc­ 
tion of three-month bills. It 
will also offer a billion in tax- 
antlcipation bills to be turned 
in by corporations paying their 
taxes in June. It shortly will 
offer $1.5 billion short-term 
securities at a rate yet to be 
set. Later on additional bor­ 
rowing will bring the total to 
$5 billion. 
All of this outpouring of new 
government securities on the 
money markets would in itself 
tend to raise the interest costs 
to the Treasury. The search for 
the new $5 billion will be in 
competition with increased de­ 
mands of business and consum­ 
ers for loans. 
But the interest charges also 
will be rising because of the 
recent move by the Federal 
Reserve Board. It hiked its 
charge to member banks who 
borrow from the Fed. And most 
of them quickly raised the in­ 
terest rates they will charge 
their business and individual 
customers the next time they 
make a trip to the loan coun­ 
ters. 
Mortgage rates already had 
started to rise, averaging 5.80 
per cent in November against 
5.75 per cent in October. Many 
think the general rise in in­ 
terest rates will continue to 
push mortgage costs up next 
year.
